NOTICE OF REMOVAL 

Defendant Wachovia Bank, N.A. ("Defendant" or the "Bank"), by counsel, pursuant to 
the provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 1331, 28 U.S.C. § 1332, 28 U.S.C. § 1441 and 28 U.S.C. § 1446, 
hereby gives notice of the removal of the above-styled proceeding from the Superior Court for 
the District of Columbia. As grounds for removal, the Bank states as follows: 

1 . This proceeding was initiated in the Superior Court for the District of Columbia 
on September 21 , 2006, by filing a Complaint by the Plaintiff, the Rev. Earnest Lee Hobley 
("Plaintiff'), against the Bank. 

2. In the Complaint, Plaintiff seeks declaratory relief, injxmctive relief, damages, and 
attorneys' fees, and purports to assert claims under the Civil Rights Act for false accusation, 
false information, false arrest, false prosecution, and frame-up. 

3. The controversy between the Plaintiff and the Bank involves a federal question 
over which this Covirt has original jurisdiction pursuant to provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 1331, which 
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is removable to this Court pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1441 and 28 U.S.C. § 1446. Specifically, the 
matter in controversy arises out of a purported claim under the Civil Rights Act, 42 U.S.C. § 
19S3, eLseq. 

4. The controversy between the Plaintiff and the Bank also involves diversity of 
citizenship over which this Court has original jurisdiction pursuant to provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 
1332, which is removal to this Court pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1441 and 28 U.S.C. § 1446. 
Specifically, Plaintiff is a citizen of the District of Columbia, Defendant is a citizen of the State 
of North Carolina, and the amount in controversy exceeds $75,000.00. 

5. This Notice of Removal is timely filed within thirty days of service of the 
Complaint on the Defendant. 

6. Attached hereto are copies of all pleadings filed in the state suit, consisting of a 
copy of the Initial Order, Summons, Complaint, and Defendant's Motion to Dismiss and 
Memorandum of Points and Authorities in Support of Defendant's Motion to Dismiss, 

7. Written notice of the filing of this Notice of Removal will be given to all parties 
to this suit, and a copy of the Notice of Removal is being filed contemporaneously with the Clerk 
of the aforesaid state court, which shall effect the removal, and the state court shall proceed no 
fixrther unless and until the case is remanded, as provided by law. 

WHEREFORE, Wachovia Bank, N.A., hereby removes the above-styled action now 
pending in the Superior Court for the District of Columbia.
